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Please review and enter the following remarks summarizing the interview conducted on 
January 29, 2004 between Examiner Quoc Due Tran and Kevin M. Earner: 



An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) has not been received by 
Applicant's representatives. 

During the interview, proposed claim amendments were discussed. Also discussed were 
certain differences between the claims and the asserted prior art. In particular. Applicant's 
representative argued that the asserted prior art references fail to teach or suggest at least the 
recited feature of two separate windows both being displayed simultaneously on a single display, 
wherein data, e.g., a telephone number, is selected from a first window and copied into a second 
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window and where a telephone call is originated from the second window containing the 
telephone number. 

The Examiner agreed that the present prior art rejections would be overcome given this 
distinguishing feature. However, the Examiner suggested certain amendments to the claims to 
make it more clear that the call that is originated based on the selected telephone number is 
originated from the second window, i.e., the window into which the data from the first window is 
transferred. The Examiner also suggested that claim 10 be amended to be consistent with the 
other claims, in particular with respect to the first and second windows. Applicant has filed an 
Amendment in accordance with the Examiner's suggestions.
